One of. the busiest women in 
Vancouver is Mrs.- Marjorie Mc- 
Guffin, blind and deaf since child- 
hood and mother of three. ~ 

At 50 she edits a Braille maga- 
zine, is organizing a league for 
the deaf and blind of Canada and 
does her own cooking and house- 
work, : 

Measles gradually robbed her of 
eyesight and hearing: At 11 she 
began four intermittent. years at 
school. for the deaf but the very 
determination to. :get knowledge 
cut short her education.

Our Timekeeping 


Our present calendar—the Gre- 
gorlan—was the first calendar to 
achieve any semblance of world 
unity on the time front. 

The coming of this calendar, in- 
stituted by Pope Gregory in 1582 
laid the groundwork for universal 
celebration of New Year’s day. 

Europe, which for centuries had 
celebrated March 25 ag. the first 
day of the year, was the first to 
adopt the Gregorian calendar. But 
it was not a complete adoption un- 
tii 1752 when Great Britain joined 
the other European countries rec- 
ognizing. January 1 ag the first day 
of the year and instituting use of 


the Gregorian calendar. Aig es 
Of course, the date of January 
1 is not celebrated by ‘everyone. 


The. Jews observe ‘a 10-day New 
Year season at the time of ‘the 
autumn equinox. The Moslem cal- 
endar, which dates to 626 A.D. 
has 12 months that begin with the 
approximate new .moon: without 
any intercalculation to keep them 
geared to the seasonal equinoxes.

A- Royal’ Canadian Air Force 


aircraft took off from Mont- 
réal for Saigon November 25, 
loaded with parcel ‘mail and 


Christmas fare for officers’ and 
men of the military component of 
the Canadian delegation to» the 
International Supervisory Commis- 
sion, Each soldier's next-of-kin had 
been invited to send up to one 10- 
pound parcel. 

The aircraft will return from 
Indo China on December '15 carry- 
ing ‘parcels and mail back to Can- 
ada. :

The surplus for distribution to 
Western producers delivering oats 
to the Pool between August 1, 
1954 _and July 31, 1955, amounted 
to $3,779,605.60. The average final 
payment on the 69,581,184.4 bush- 
els of oats delivered to the Pool 
by .producers will be 5.432c per 
bushel, The final payment on No. 
3 Canada Western will be 6.172c 


Extra’ No. 1 Feed Oats will be 
4.226c per bushel. The final. pay- 
ment on Nos. 1,.2 and 3 Feed Oats 


per bushel respectively. 

This is the second distribution 
of surplus funds from the 1954-55 
oats pool. Last April an adjust- 
ment payment of: 7c per bushel 
was made on all grades of oats 
delivered to the 1954-55 oats pool
